Protect the Birds. 

AWRENCE BRUNER has again taken a 
stand in favor of the song birds of Ne- 
braska in a bulletin recently issued from the 
university. To force his argument home he 
reasserts that a loss of $4,000,000,000 a year is 
sustained by farmers and gardeners through 
insect ravages in the United States and Can- 
ada. Allowing twenty-five insects a day as 
the average diet for each individual bird, Mr. 
Bruner places the requirements of the birds of 
the State per day at 1,875,000,000 insects, esti- 
mating one and one-half birds to the acre, 
which would seem low enough. The number 
of insects to fill a bushel basket is estimated 
to be 120,000, and therefore it would require 
15,625 bushels to feed the birds a single day, 
or 2,343,750 bushels for a season of 150 days. 
These estimates are considered low when indi- 
vidual birds have been known to destroy from 
100 to 500 insects and vast numbers of insect 
To have all these myriads of insects 
turned loose against the crops is what it would 
mean to have the birds killed off, and an in-

The Horse Came Back. 


HIS is the tale of the horse that came back. 
It came out in Justice of the Peace 
Hynes’ court yesterday: 

Riley Clark, of Thirtieth and Curtis Streets, 
had a family horse that became so weak it 
could hardly draw the empty conveyance. In 
pity he sent to the Health Department to the 
“dead animal man” to go there and take the 
horse out and humanely end its existence. The 
man appeared and was given a slight reward 
to deal gently with the beloved horse of the 
family. This was away back last October. 

The first of this week the old horse returned 
to the back yard, and to make known the fact 
began to whinney. When Mr. Clark went 
outside he staggered to the wall in the belief 
that he had seen the ghost of “Diamond” come 
from the equine Elysium, for the horse looked 
his own self, fat and full of spirit. 

The “dead animal man” looked the horse 
over when he received the animal from the 
owner and decided that the horse’s time to go 
to “knocker’s yard” had not arrived. He took 
him to a stable and gave him some draft. 

A few days later an iceman appeared and 
bought the horse. He paid $3.50 for him. He 
kept the animal for a time and sold him to 
H. Marx for $25. By this time he was in 
fairly good shape and was put to work. More 
recently he was sent to pasture. Tiring of 
this easy life, the family horse got out and 
wandered back to his old home. Had he 
known that his owner had turned him over to 
be slaughtered he might not have done so. 

Yesterday Mr. Marx sued out a writ of re- 
plevin, claiming that the horse is now worth 
$50. Clark does not want to give him up. His 
homecoming was so unusual and the horse’s 
memory so excellent he figures him worth 
more than gold. 

The legal question for Magistrate Hynes to 
determine is whether Riley Clark, the original 
owner, lost all claim to the animal when he 
gave him out to be killed as useless. If not, 
to whom should he look for recourse—to the 
“dead animal man,” who failed to kill?— 
Denver Republican.

Both of them trade on men’s 
fears, and by methods that are not very 
unlike. Both are great advertisers; 
both are very liberal promisers. The 
patent medicine men take a man’s 
money, and give him, as arule, nothing 
of any value—a little whiskey diluted 
and drugged, or something of that sort ; 
for the best you can ask of the patent 
medicines is that they shall be harm- 
less. The life insurance people take a 
man’s money and give his keirs back 





part of it, provided that he pays 
them enough. Life insurance used to 
be considered highly respectable, but 
nowadays it is running che patent 
medicine business pretty hard as a rival 
candidate for disrespect. 

When the troubles of the Equitable 
began it was generally understood that 
its management did not differ, except 
in some details, from that of the other 
big companies. Since the New York 
Life has been on the operating table 
there have been no very ghastly reve- 
lations, but this assertion that the 
Equitable was no worse than the rest 
has at least been sustained. The dis- 
tance from a fact that is merely known 
to a fact that is publicly established by 
competent evidence is a long, long 
ways. The chief facts that came out 
in the New York Life investigation 
were not news. That the company had 
usually contributed fifty thousand dol- 
lars to the Republican campaign fund 
in Presidential years surprised no one,

and shocked no one, but it was a great 
advantage to have the actual figures 
named publicly by a sworn witness. It 
has long been understood that most of 
the corporations were heavy contribu- 
tors to campaign funds, but now, and 
because the New York Life admitted 
giving forty-eight thousand dollars to 
help elect Roosevelt, we are likely to 
have a new law which will regulate 
such things. 





HAT all the life insurance revela- 
tions so far have disclosed is 

that there is room for a very large and 
continuous rake-off between the man 
who pays premiums and his heirs who 
sometimes get money. The companies 
can afford to pay about as liberally for 
new business as the patent medicine 
If the rates of 
life insurance are not a great deal too 
high, then there is nothing the matter 
with that business that is worth talking

about. The big companies are all per- 
fectly solvent. The one serious charge 
against them is that they charge too 
much; that the big companies, stand- 
ing together, get very much more 
money out of the insured than safe 
insurance requires. If that is not true, 
then there is nothing much the matter; 
but if that zs true, it is important 
enough to bring about radical changes 
in the huge life insurance business in 
this country. 





T is delightful to have the anti-rebate 
law actually enforced at an expense of 
twenty-five thousand dollars in fines to 
four convicted Beef Trust men. It took 
three years to bring the offenders down, 
but finally all legal devices and de- 
fenses failed them, and they confessed, 
and were fined and paidup. Doubtless 
twenty-five thousand dollars is a baga- 
telle considered in connection with the 
«sum of the illegal rebates collected from. 
American railroads every week, but to 
have the law enforced even to this small 


extent will probably be very unsettling 
to the rebate industry, and will encour- 
age the prosecuting arm of the Gov- 
ernment to continued exertions. Rebate 
taking may be punished by imprison- 
ment, and might have been so punished 
in this recent instance. Undoubtedly 
it will be so punished in timeto come if 
nothing less will stop the practice. 
Meanwhile the spectacle of Samuel 
Weil of New York, vice-president of 
Schwarzschild and Sulzberger, stand- 
ing up in a Federal Court in Chicago 
to confess his guilt and be fined ten 
thousand dollars has probably made 
a deep impression, Mr. Weil did not 
like his situation at all. It had made 
him ill, and his counsel asked for 
leniency for him on that account. 
The traffic managers who were fined 
with him took it easier. Their con- 
sciences did not smite them, and 
their employers paid their fines. But 
prison prospects can make even traf- 
fic managers’ consciences get to work. 


HERE is a new call from the vari- 
ous commanding generals of our 
army for the repeal of the anti-canteen 





law, and the readmission of beer to the 
army post-exchanges. The testimony 
is all but universal that the present 
prohibitory arrangement results in 
great demoralization to the enlisted 
men, who frequent dives outside of 
post limits instead of conducting mild 
potations with proper moderation at 
home. That the suppression of the 
post-exchanges has done the army 
great mischief is beyond all reason- 
able doubt. The Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union was a lead- 
ing force in compassing this evil, 
the disastrous results of which stand to 
the discredit of that organization. That 
Congress will permit the restoration of 
the canteen, or will be guided in its 
action by the weight of evidence as to 
the facts, is very doubtful. As between 
the canteens and the outpost whiskey- 
dives, the W. C. T. U. will doubtless 
continue to favor the dives, and its pull 
with Congress may still be strong 
enough to keep the dives prosperous at 
the soldiers’ cost.

which is generally adopted and applies wholly to 
human thought. It is the exercise of human will 
power, by means of which the thoughts of one 
individual are controlled or dominated by another 
and stronger mentality, either for good or evil. 
Christian Science, which is only capable of 
accomplishing good, depends alone upon God and 
recognizes Him as the only real power, and the 
successes of its practitioners are always in the 
ratio of their reliance upon God. Every argument 
and purpose of Christian Science is in behalf of 
the omnipotence and omnipresence of God, and it 
is established upon this premise; while hypnotic 
suggestion may accord neither recognition nor 
power to God, in theory or practice. Not an es- 
sential teaching of Christian Science is to be found 


in the premise or conclusion of hypnotic suggestion.

EAR EDITORS: Knowing your deep 

interest in the cause of anti-vivisection, 

I enclose you an extract from the address of 

an ardent advocate of vivisection, in which to 

bolster up his cause he quotes from Sir Lyon 
Playfair : 

Another interesting article is on the debt of man- 
kind to vivisection. Dr. Keen quotes in a note 
from a speech in Parliament against the Anti- 
Vivisection bill, in which Dr. (now Lord) Playfair 
told how by testing a new substance on two rabbits 
he killed them, but saved‘the life of the great 
physician, Sir James Simpson, who had proposed 
to try the drug on himself. ‘* Let me give another 
instance,” continued Lord*Playfair : 

A few years ago, two young German chemists 
were experimenting upon a poison which I will not 
even name, for its properties are so terrible. It is 
postponed in its action, and then produces idiocy 
or death. An experiment on a mouse or a rabbit 
would have taught them the danger of this fright- 
ful poison, but in ignorance of its subtle properties, 
they became its unhappy victims, for one died, 
and the other suffered intellectual death. 

Is it not strange that a man of such intelli- 
gence cannot see the difference between test- 
ing poisons on rabbits, and mangling and tor- 
turing dogs and cats, prolonging their agony to 
interest a High School class or a set of embryo 
physicians to whom the experiments will not 
be of the slightest use ? 

With Sir Lyon Playfair’s tests we might 
sympathize—since they result in speedy death, 
and may aid science—but the experiments at 
Cornell were by martinets of physical science 
and had no result except to brutalize the wit- 
nesses and torture the victims,

opposition to the Theatrical Trust has just 
been given in the production of ‘Zira” at 
the Princess Theatre. With the Trust in 
absolute control, as it has been up to this season, 
the production of ‘ Zira” would have been an im- 
possibility. One of the Trust magnates had a 
personal grudge against Miss Anglin, who enacted the heroine. In a 
speech delivered between the acts by Mr. Henry Miller, formerly an 
actor in Trust companies and now manager of the company present- 
ing ‘* Zira,” he said among other things: ** As for Miss Anglin, a 
member of a certain booking agency, which has now outlived its 
usefulness, declared some time ago that there was no place in the 
New York theatres for Miss Anglin.” 

This blacklisting of women who either had done things which 
members of the Trust did not want them to do, or would not do 
things which the Minotaurs of the Trust wanted them to do, has 
been a favorite weapon with the Trust, and has been used merci- 
lessly. As a rule it has been used against women who had not 
attained prominent positions in the theatrical world, and has not been 
of large importance in its results so far as the public was concerned. 

The Trust blacklisting, however, whether it was used against out- 
of-town managers, dramatic authors, offending actors or defenceless 
women, was a potent weapon to stifle any opposition to the methods 
or desires of the Trust’s members. It was used not only to further 
the Trust's business interests but also to indulge the personal feelings 
of those who controlled the organization, as well as to indulge the 
animosities and desires of their relatives and their friends, political 
and financial. 

With everybody who had any relations with the theatrical business 
in absolute awe of the Trust’s blacklisting, no independent ventures 
were possible. Mr. Miller who wished to organize a company of 
actors, Mr. Manners who had written a play in connection with Mr. 
Miller, Miss Anglin who had powers which were valuable, the sup- 


porting actors and actresses, the owners of the theatres, all would 
have had to await the beck and nod of the sordid and vulgar persons 
who compose the Trust. Their careers and their property, so far as 
they depended upon opportunity to reach the public, were absolutely 
destroyed through the Trust’s monopoly of theatres the country over. 
Theatrical enterprises are dependent for their support and profit upon 
their ability to offer their attractions wherever there are audiences, a 
privilege denied to any but those whom the Trust favored. 

Now, however, capitalists, managers, authors and artists may take 
heart of grace and look forward to opportunities which have been 
denied them for a long time. The same competition which has 
made it possible for ‘‘ Zira” and Miss Anglin to secure a hearing, a 
thing which was impossible under the Trust monopoly, will open the 
doors for other independent enterprises. It may seem too early in 
the career of the opposition tothe Trust to make this an infallible pre- 
diction, but Lire has private assurances of support to come to the 
opposition which will add strength to its resources and at the same 
time take away from the Trust the very foundations of its monopoly. 


* * *

methods of the Trust, and only good in the doings of the opposition. 
If the latter should show any signs of following in the footsteps of 
the present Trust, LIFE would be the first tocondemn.

Itsown fight 
LIFE will conduct largely outside of these columns, but here there 
will be no cessation of the contest for a fair chance for those who 
are working for the artistic betterment of the theatre in America.

E, F. BENSON has never shown 
* more conclusively his persuasive 
power as a story-teller than in his elab- 
orate ghost-story, Zhe Jmage in the 
Sand. Indeed, it would almost seem 
that he has chosen the conditions of 
his tale in a spirit of bravado, for his 
ghost is an Egyptian one and the rais- 
ing of spirits of evil from Egyptian 
tombs has come to be a crying of 
Wolf, Wolf! to the reading public. 
Yet the corporeal characters of Mr. 
Benson’s tale are so undeniably flesh 
and blood of the present day, and for 
the most part, in the introduction of 
his spirit villain he has struck so nice 
a balance between vivid description 
and clever inference, that his impossible 
tale carries about it a genuine atmos- 
phere of creepy horror, and if nothing 
more, the book is an entertaining sour 
de force. 

Norma Lorimer’s Cicilian romance, 
On tna, is a story inregard to which 
one may imagine an enthusiasm one 
cannot share. In its descriptions, in 
its homelier passages, in what may be 
called the lower slopes of its volcanic 
emotions, there is a quiet beauty; but 
higher up, in the rarefied atmosphere 
where the lovely English maiden loses 
her heart to the Fenimore Cooper 
leader of Banditti and the Mafia, none 
but the young and the romantic can 
breath without effort. 


There is an old-fashioned, whole- 
some, rice pudding quality to Sauna, 
the new novel by M. E. Waller, the 
author of The Wood Carver of 
’Lympus. It is a story of Nantucket, 
built around a plot which might have 
done duty fifty years ago when lost 
heirs and mysterious strangers were 
the latest shapes in fiction, but so per- 
vaded by the quiet and out-of-the- 
world spirit of the island and so full 
of nice old characters from its cottages 
and shops as to be a pleasant change 
from more highly complex and highly 
seasoned reading. 

It has been said that each human 
being is possessed of the material for 
at least one story which, could he tell 


of a Kentucky Cranford which 
those who read will remember 
and which those who did not 
would not do amiss to look up. 
Her second book, Round Anvil 
Rock, was a negligible quan- 
tity, and now, in The Lz¢ttle 
fiil/s, she has returned to glean 
where she has already reaped. 
The Little Hillis is Oldfield 
diluted with sentiment; very 
pretty, but a bit soft. 


There are few writers, cer- 
tainly few prolific writers, who 
are as dependable, who may 
be said to run as true to form, 
as S. R. Crockett. Story after 
story comes from his pen, each quick 
to arrest the interest and touch the 
imagination, each almost equally read- 
able and almost uniformly forgettable 
when read; three valuable attributes 
in the fiction of entertainment, in con- 
nection with which, next to the vac- 
uum of having nothing to read, there 
is nothing worse than the plethora of 
having to retain all that we consume. 
Crockett’s latest book, May Margaret, 
a romantic account of the final strug- 
gle between James II. of Scotland and 
the house of Douglas, has these char- 
acteristics strongly marked. 


The Bishop’s Niece, by George H. 
Picard, is a little story which makes a 
good companion for a lazy hour when 
one feels inclined to look at the idyllic 
side of things temporal and spiritual 
and watch a game of Pussy-wants-a- 
corner in religious convictions between 
the children of the founder and auto- 
crat of a Canadian village and the in- 
cumbent of an interloping Protestant 
chapel. The tale, which in spite of its 
length is a short story rather than a 
novel, is a pretty one and well told. 


The man who can be funny for three 
hundred pages on one subject is a gen- 
ius, and this would be an extravagant 
term to apply to H. Rea Woodman, 
the author of Zhe Noahs Afloat. Mr.
